An Inquiry in the House of Commons on 
Gambling in the Army. 

LONDON, June 22.—Secretary of State for 
War Stanhope in the house of commons today, 
replying’to a question put to the government 
by Henry Peyton Cobb, radical and non-con- 
formist, for the Rugby division of Warwick- 
shire, said that he would consider whether the 
request for three years return of names, etc., 
of all non-commissioned officers and privates 
in the British army who had been punished or 
who had been reduced to ranks for conniving 
at card playing or gambling, or for taking part 
in such card playing or gambling, could be 
granted.. Stanhope added that he did not see 
the necessity for an order calling the attention 
of commanding officers to the army regula- 
tions in regard to gambling, as he did not be- 
lieve that these regulations had been broken. 


THE NEWS FROM CHILI. 


The Congressional Army Recruiting Rap- 
idly, and Will Assume the Offensive. 
_Teuieur, via Galvéstion, June 22.—The 
United States flagship San Francisco returned 


to this port today, and will leave for the south 


tomorrow. The British man-of-war Mel- 
pomeno has arrived from the south, bringing 
sixty-seven sacks of mail detained four 
months. At Valparaiso men are steadily 
joining the congressional army, many volun- 


tesring to serve without pay. It is expected 


that the congressional army will soon assume 
the offensive. 


The Irish Land Bill. 

Lonpor, June 22.—Lord Denman gave 
notice in the house of lords today that he will 
move the rejection of the Irish land bill when 
it comes up for a second reading on Thursday 
next. 

In the house of commons this evening, Sir 
William Hart Dyke moved a second reading 
of the education bill. 

Mr. Bartlett moved to reject the bill on the 
ground that it was not likely to improve the 
education of the country. He said that he 
thought the house was prepared to amend the 
present system of education, by extending as- 
sistance to parents unable to pay fees. They 
ought not to accept a measure which throws 
upon general taxation the expense of educat- 
ing children whose parents are able to pay.

Bostox, June 22.—During the regular 
Monday meeting of the Baptist ministers in 
Chapel hall this forenoon Rev. J. B. Stoddard 
addressed the conference, at its suggestion, 
upon the influence of secret societies upon the 
church, and in the course of his remarks he 
strongly denounced Masonry, declaring that 
when a man swears allegiance to Masonry he 
swears allegiance to a code antagonistic to 
God. 

Rev. Mr. Cleaveland, of Melrose, who was 
in the audience, arose to a point of order, and 
with suppressed emotion said: 

I am a Mason, and I cannot listen to this 
unjust and uncalled-for abuse. 

Chairman Moxan put the question to the 
meeting on sustaining the point of order, and 
it was defeated—50 to 7.

THREE Bors DROWNED Nn 
WASHINGTON, PA. 


ONE OF THEM GETS BEYOND HIS DEPTH 


And the Other Two Lose Their Lives While 
Trying to Rescue Their 
Companion. 


Wasnincron, Pa., June 22.—While bathing 
in Doak’s pond, near here, this afternoon, 
John McKeown, Walter Jones and John 
Chanlis, boys ranging in age from eight to 
thirteen years, were drowned. Young Chanlis 
dived from a plank, striking the bottom, and 
was drowning, when John McKeown bravely 
dived in to aid him. The half-unconscious 
boy grasped McKeown tightly, fettering his 
arms. Here little Walter Jones did not hesi- 
tate a moment, but leaped in 
to save his two little friends, 
but was himself overcome, and all 
three, clasped in each other’s arms, sank to 
the bottom.

FIRE AT A COTTON MILI. 


Considerable Damage Done—Three Firemen 
Injured. — 

FALL River, Mass., June 22.— Alarms from 
two of the three Border City mills called a 
large portion of the fire department to a big 
blaze in cotton and cloth at 7:35 o’clock this 
morning. The fire broke out at the southeast 
corner of a storehouse, containing $150,000 
worth of cotton and fancy cloths, and, ‘inas- 
much as no workman had been near the place, 
the origin is supposed to have been incendiary. 
The flames spread with unusual rapidity, and 
when the department arrived great volumes 
of smoke encircled No. 3 mill, closely adjoin- 
ing the fire. The storehouse was of wood, and 
the firemen tore down the sides at once. After 
a fight of abont an hour and a half the flames 
were under control, but it will be several days 
before the fires of the whole of the smoulder- 
ing mass will be entirely extinguished. Three 
firemen were slightly injured by the falling of 
the sides of the building, and a number of 
firemen were partially overcome by smoke. It 
is impossible to give an accurate estimate o 
the damage at Present. 


THE EARTH WASHING AWAY. 


The Missouri River Rising ERapidly and 
Changes Taking Place. 

Sr. Joszrn, Mo., June 22.—The Missouri 
river is higher than for sevaral years and 18 
still rising. All government work on the 
Kansas shore has been abandoned. and the 
government fleet ordered to a place of safety. 
The rapidity with which the. surging waterr 
are cutting away the Kansas bank can be best 
imagined when it is stated that half acre lots 
of earth have been tumbling into the river 
ever since yesterday morning. 

A workman, who came in from Bellmont on 
the government steamer, stated that the.

At the rate the river is cutting land away 
it would refjuire but a short time to place Eil- 
wood suburb on an island and leave St.

Several farmers have lost hundreds of dollars 
in wheat and corn, which have been washed 
into the river by the falling banks.

HIS THROAT WAS GUT. 


4 COLD-BLOODED MURDER ON THE 
STREETS OF MONROE. 


AN ESCAPED CONVICT TAKES REVENGE. 


Unique Suicide in Alabama—A Jealous Man's 
Deed— A Son Takes the Life 
of His Father. 


“Mornonz, Ga., June 22.—[Special.]—Sunday 
morning as the Sunday school bells were call- 
ing the happy, neatly dressed children of the 
town to the various churches,the shocking 
news went flying over town that Sorney 
Early, the well-known colored drayman of the 
town had been met in the street, near his 
home, by two other negroes, Floyd and Rich- 
ard Brodnox, and had been cut to death by 
Floyd, while his brother Richard held him. 

Hundreds of people soon gathered at the 
scene, to find the poor negro with his throat 
cut and his heart pierced by the deadly 


weapon. He was, when reached, gasping for 


his Jast breath. 

The Brodnox negroes were soon behind the 
bars. The coroner sent for a jury of the citi- 
zens and the inquest began. All the afternoon 
the large courthouse was filled with people, 
listening to the story of the killing asit was 
told by the witnesses. 

The verdict of the jury was that Floyd was 
guilty of murder, and that Richard and Jane 
Early, the dead man’s wife, were accessories. 


THE CONVICT’S REVENGE. 


He Escapes, Seeks Out a Whipping Boss, 
and Kills Him, 

BrmmInauaMm, Ala., June 22.—[Special. }—A 
réport reaches here from Carbon Hill, a min- 
ing town in Walker county, that on yesterday 
an escaped negro con viat shot Tom Rodney in 
the back and killed him. 

Bodney was once warden of convicts at New 
Castle mines whén convicts were worked 
there, and where the prisoners were treated 
pretty roughly. Among the last men whipped 
by Rodney was the convict in question who 
swore sooner or later to be revenged. Shortly 
after that, the New Castle convicts were re- 
moved to Coalburg and some weeks agoseveral 
of the Coalburg men escaped. Among them 
was this negro Wiley Thomas, who made his 
way to Carbon Hill where Rodney had gone 
and yesterday fulfilled his vow of vengeance. 

Rodney was superintendent of the ma- 
chinery at Carbon Hill and was not suspecting 
anything when the fatal ball struck him. from 
ambush. Search for the negro has been un- 
availing. It is the first instance amid all the 
cruelties perpetrated on convicts in the district 
where one of them has sought vengeance. 


HE WAS BOUND Ko DIE. 


An Alabamian Who Took Unique Means to 
Accoinplish that End» 
Binuixncnam, Ala., June 22.—[ Special.

A JEALOUS MAN’S DEED. 


He Puts Bullets Into Two of the Board- 
ers and Then Commits Suicide. 

BRvRIVT, Mass., June22.—A horrible crime 
was committed in Beverly tonight. Warren 
A. Shaw, whose wife keeps a boarding house 
on Howe street, entered it and shot Henry 
Roberts in the back. Arthur G. Morgan, 
another boarder, received two bullets in his 
breast. Shaw’s daughter interfered and was 
beaten over the head with the butt of the re- 
volver. The would-be murderer fled and was 
collared by his daughter, Lizzie, at whom 
Shaw fired a shot which lodged in her leg. 

Officer Raymond pursued Shaw and caught 
him near the fish yard, when Shaw turned the 
revolver on himself and blew out his brains. 
The bullet has been removed from Roberts, 
but Morgan’s recovery is doubtful. The cause 
of the shooting was jealousy, Shaw claiming 
that Morgan was intimate,with his wife aud 
Roberts with his daughter.

For an hour before we we set out my mind was 
feverish with visions of battle and bloodshed, 
of gallant charge and stubborn repulse, of the 
sound of wounded and prayers of dying, of the 
boom of cannon and rattle of musketry, of the 
cheering commands of brave leaders, the 
huzzas of victory and of tattered colors as they 
fell to the dust. 

I pictured to myself the thrilling scene of 
the fierce battle, with federals on one side of 
Chickamauga creek and confederates on . 
other; I almost saw the desperate charge of 
the southern boys to drive the yankees from 
their position on Snodgrass hill, and the 
bloody slaughter of the former by the en- 
trenched foe on the hill above stirred my 
blood to dangerous heat. My heart swelled 
with patriotic emotion as I contemplated the 
privilege of standing upon the same sod where 
those heroic souls went down, and the smoke 
of battle almost rose as a mist before my eyes 
in love for the heroes of the lost cause. 

Ah! What a privilege it would be to go 
there and dwell in sweet meditation upon the 
awful scenes of those stormy days. How 
4, and yet oie sad the memories that 
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would arise, as I climbed to the crest 
of old Snodgrass hill, the very trees 
upon whose embattered sides would 
bend and blowin silent sympathy with my 
thoughts. 

Then perehance I should pick some where 
a precious memento of my visit—a rusted 
buckle or shattered ball, Who would say 
what devoted father or husband, what loving 
son or brave sweetheart that shattered ball 
had laid low, or that rusted plate had fed! 

The ones that I might pick up, I mean. 

When we started on our ride from Camp 
Chickamauga to Chickamauga field, the vis- 
ions increased and strengthened. 

As we passed along the quiet road 
in the shade of a beautiful afternoon, 
I imagined I saw set-faced soldiers behind 
every fence, peeping through between the bul- 
let-riddied rails and demanding of us the pass- 
word.

At night 
the campfires sparkled before me, and the 
sharp challenge of sentinels reached my ear as 
the weary soldiers slept upon their arms. 
Again I saw the little corps moving about on 
the field carrying away the wounded and bury- 
ing the dead, while the moon shone through 
the forest trees, peacefully watching over the 
sacred work. 


This is one way “to write up a visit to a 
battlefield. 

Here is another. 

But to come down to facts, which are more 
interesting. Going over a battlefield is regu- 
lar humbug to any ordinary mortal. There is 


nothing interesting or picturesque about it. 


A battlefield looks just like any other sort of 
field: It grows corn or cotton just the same— 
no better, no worse—and as I have said no one 
would recognize it if he ran upon it in broad 
daylight, unless introduced by a native. 

The fact is our party got lost in the woods 
looking for the battlefield. The blackberries 
we picked were as good as any others; had 
neither rebel nor yankee flavor about 
them, and the red-bugs crawled up 
our pants as unconcernedly as though 
we had been playing mumblypeg 
ata picnic. We saw some bullet holes in the 
atmosphere and some barked trees; but this 
latter we were not certain was not the work of 
lightning or the farmer’s ax. 

We had a guide along, a native, who said he 
had been in the battle, but he so frequently 
referred to the newspaper accounts of the 
battle to substantiate the explanation that we 
were dubious as to his exact information. He

Regulating the Liquor Traffic. 

The action of the councilin sustaining, 
by such a decided majority, Mayor 
Hemphill’s veto of the licenses granted 
to beer saloons outside of the business 
limits of the city, will be very generally 
endorsed by the people as being probably 
‘the settlement of the vexed question of 
the liquor traffic in this city. 

If the mayor's veto is accepted in 
the spirit that animated it we believe 
that it will solve the vexatious problem 
of the liquor traffic in Atlanta for a 
long time to come, and perhaps -perma- 
nently. : 

It may not be acceptable to a few 


extremists on both sides of the question, 


but we cannot afford te be controlled by 
extreme men when we make and ad- 
minister laws. At the last prohibition 
election, and since that time, the con- 
serwative citizens who voted on either 
side of that issue have come to a tacit 
agreement upon certain important points, 
and if they can have their way the 
liquor traffic will be wisely and satis- 
factorily regulated. 

The saloons are open to public view, 
with no blinds, scrgens or curtains. They 
pay a high license. They are compelled 
to close at 10 o'clock at night. These 
are better regulations than exist in other 
large cities, but Mayor Hemphill’s veto 
makes our restrictive system complete by 
making it impossible for a saloon to be 
maintained or opened on a residence street, 
or in any locality outside of the business 
portion of the city. This confines the 
saloons to a narrow space in the center 
of town, where they will be under the 
strict surveillance of the police, thus 
minimizing all the possibilities of drunk- 
enness and disorder. ; 

The action of council in sustain- 
ing the veto, after previously granting 
the beer licenses, shows that it is 
only necessary to. touch conservative 
opinion to secure a ready response, The 
great majority of our people will gladly 
hail any reasonable settlement of the 
liquor problem—anything that will stop 
further agitation. As the matter now 
stands there can be no sound reason for 
reviving the issues which have provoked 
so much unprofitable discussion in the 
past. Atlanta has dealt with thls 
question in a conservative way, avoiding 
extremes, and the general verdict will be 
that her present system is in the inter- 

ests of law and order and public morals. 

The danger in a renewed agitation of 
the question is that its effect may be 
the very reverse of what those engaged 
in it desire and éxpect. 


The University and the Schools. 

The Brunswick Times suggests that our 
state system of common schools ought to be 
80 adjusted as to bear some definite relation 
to the state university. It says that there 
ought to be a substantial connection between 
the primary schools and the university so 
that the one may be really tributary to the 
The remark of The Times is no doubt 


was in vogue in Georgia before the war was 
in all respects superior to the present system 
so far as results were concerned, and it was 
far more closely related tothe university. 
Yet the public schools are here. The ele- 
ment of cheapness makes them popular, and 
the best that can be done is to improve and 
perfect the system under which they oper- 
ate. To that end, newspaper discussion and 
agitation is in order, and we are glad The 
‘Times is devoting attention to this impor- 
tant matter. 


New England and Free Silver. 

We are glad to see that some of the leaders 
among those who are in favor of the free 
coinage of silver propose to organize and 
carry on a campaign of education in the 
east. This is a campaign that should be or- 
ganized and carried on by the democratic 
party, for the issue has developed into a 
strictly party issue; but as there is always 
to be found hesitation, inaction and despond- 
ency in the democrats of the east, whenever 
a vital issue is to be brought to the front, it 
was hardly to be hoped that they would 
seize hold of and advocate anissue which 
has been opposed by the goldbug bankers, 
and the business men, whose views are con- 
trolled by the bankers. 

We are glad, therefore, that the facts 
about the silver question are to be brought 
to the attention of the mass of voters in 
New England, the farmers and the wage- 
earners. Although the campaign may not 
be carried on by the democratic party of- 
ficially, yet it is a democratic movement to 


the core, and the democratic organization 


will reap the rich results thereof. 

For several months THE CONSTITUTION 
has been insisting that the democratic party 
should turn its attention to redeeming the 
New England states from the sectionalism 
which republicanism has bred. While such 
a campaign would have accomplished great 
good, there is reason to believe that the 


course of events—the pressure of the times— 


has taken the place of such a campaign as 
the democrats might have made, or such as 
they might make now. We believe that 
during the past year some tremendous 
changes have taken place in the minds of 
the voters of New England—changes that 
have not been reported in the newspapers. 
These changes have not been as rapid nor as 
overwhelming as those which have taken 
place inthe westand northwest, but they 
are practically of the same character. 

We are convinced that the campaign 
which the silver men have organized will 
turn out to be a campaign of demonstration. 
The newspapers of New England do not rep- 
resent the sentiments of the average voters 
of that section. The Boston Globe has an 
inkling of the real situation, but even The 
Globe seems to underestimate the nature 
and extent of the changes that have taken 
or are now taking place. It is given out, 
for instance, thatthe people of the New 
England states are opposed to the free coin- 
age of silver, or to any other kind of finan- 
cial reform. We see it stated in some dem- 
ocratic papers, and in all the republican 
organs, that the democrats will lose the 
New England states if the party endorses 
free coinage. This statoment has been em- 
ployed to frighten the south and the west 
into believing that the democratic party will 
alienate the New England contingent unless 
it nominates an anti-silver candidate—the 
anti-silver candidate being Mr. Cleveland. 

There is no ‘truth whatever in such a 
statement; there is absolutely no basis for 
it. The same causes that have led the dem- 
ocrats of other sections of the country to de- 
mand the free coinage of silver will lead the 
democrats of New England to endorse the 
demand, and the issue will bring large ac- 
cessions to the democrats. During the past 
several weeks a member of THE ConstTITUv- 
TION’S editorial staff has been making a tour 
through the rural regions of New England, 
going among the farmersand the country 
people. In Connecticut, New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts there is a decided spirit 
of revolt against republicanism. The aver- 
age voter is for free silver and tariff reform, 
and thousands are only awaiting the proper 
and serious presentation of these issues to 
cast their votes with the democratic party. 

It is true, of course, that there are num- 
bers of New England voters who have heard 
only one side of the silver question. The 
views of the newspapers are subordinated to 
the views of the business men, just as 
the business men form their opinions to 
suit those of the goldbug bankers, from 
whom they expect accommodations. The 
result isthat, with the possible exception of 
The Boston Globe, the democratic journals 
of the east not only misrepresent the opinions 
of democratic voters, but refuse togive them 
light on one of the most important ques- 
tions of the day. 

In spite of this, however, when the dem- 


‘ocratic issues are made up—tariff reform, 


free silver and the reduction of taxation— 
the voters of New England will be heard 
from by a large majority.

His political sagacity enabled 
him to see that the annexation of Texas had been 
determined upon in the popular mind, and that it 
would be inexcusable folly in the democrats—es- 
pecially the southern democrats—to postpone 
success till 1848 in order to have a preliminary 
campaign of education, for postponement till 

1848 might have been postponement forever. 
Father Ritchie had tho courage of his con- 
victions,” but these convictions did not lead him 
into the unwisdom of the bull that undertook to 
butt the railroad locomotive off the bridge. 
Virginia politicians are generally silverites. A 
word to the wise is sufficient. 

Father Ritchie led the way and the people fol- 
lowed him. They constructed a platform, and 
found a candidate who could stand on it. That 
candidate was elected president of the United 
States. 

Our contemporary is satisfied that the 
democratic candidate for president should be 
ready to be counted as a democrat whenever 
occasion demands of him to show his colors.

Without going into tedious detail, it may 
be briefly stated that the seal was an inhabit- 
ant of the southern seas; that they existed in 
such numbers that it seemed im possi. 
ble to diminish them. Notwithstand- 
ing this, so rapaclous were their 
pursuers; 80 persistent and wasteful 
their slaughter, that in a few years the animal 
almost became extinct, and, as before stated, 
Ships in quest of them made losing voyages, 
and the enterprise of catching them almost 
died out. 

There was left, however, one great resort of 
the seal—in the far north—in Behring’s sea. 
The territory bordering on both sides belonged 
to Russia. The shores of Alaska were quite 
as inhospitable as the shores of Kamschatka, 
and except through the whalers, who passed 
up the Pacific, and across Behring’s sea into 
the Arctic ocean, but little was ever heard of 
the sea or of its inhabitants. The whalers 
were not fitted out for sealing, but 
preferred to stick to their own business. 
It was thas that the seal was 
afforded achance for existence and propaga- 
tion, and because of strict police supervision 
by Russia, the scenes which had disgraced the 


South seas were prevented. The destruction 


of the South sea rookeries, however, enhanced 
the value of the only considerable one left, 
and gave. Russia a monopoly of the fur seal 
market. 

With the Acquisition of Alaska, the United 
States came into possession of this sole re- 
maining rookery, and entered upon the busi- 
ness of warming the shoulders of fashion. 
Seven million two hundred thousand dollars 
was the price paid for Alaska and adjoining 
seas, and the government has already had a 
return of about $10,000,000 derived from the seal 
fisheries alone. 

It is this fact which has aroused British cu- 
pidity, the story of which I will tell hereafter.

TERRIBLE AFFILR AT COLE CITY. 


Seven Convicts Make a Desperate 
Attempt to Escape. 


THREE CONVICTS, TWO GUARDS DEAD 


A Graphic Description of One of 
the Most Sensational Affrays 
in Criminal History. 


„Three convicts escaped at Cole City this 
morning. Two convicts killed and two 
mortally wounded. Two guards killed. One 
boss severely wounded.” 

This is what the governor read in a dis- 
patch handed him as he walked into the 
capitol yesterday morning. 3 

It was from W. O. Reese, superintend- 
ent at the Dade coal mines, to Principal 
Keeper of the Penitentiary Jones. 


The telegram was the one topic of a 


versation around the capitol all yesterday, 
but no further particulars were heard 
there during the day. 


The Story of the Affair. 

TRENTON, Ga., June 22.—[Special.}—Seven 
convicts at Cole City made a break for liberty 
this morning, 

A desperate conflict was the result. The 
convicts were armed and led by one of the 
worst characters who have ever been in this 
or any other convict camp. They were only 
overpowered after a batile that resulted in 
the death of three convicts, the mortal wound- 
ing of two others and the death of two of 
the guards. 

The affair was one of the most desperate 
in the histoPy of the Georgia penitentiary. 

At 6 o’clock Captain J. M. Moreland, as- 
sistant warden at Slope camp, went into the 
stockade where 200 convicts were confined. 
He was accompanied by Jesse Rankin, night 
guard. After the convicts had been counted 
and a majority sent off to the coal mines, 
seven asked to remain behind in order to 
be furnished with overalls, claiming that they 
had been ina wet place in the mines. The 
seven were: J. M. Lansdowne, S. H. Lans- 
downe, farther and son; Sam Green, Wilson 
Palmer, John Rutherford, Abe Wayman 
and George Ward. 

As the assistant warden started for the 
gate, Wilson Palmer, a burley white con- 
vict, serving his term for safe blowing, 
drew a revolver and ordered the 
oflicer’s hands up. After relieving 
the officer of his pistol, Palmer fired his re- 
volver within a foot of the officer’s face, 
inflicting a fatal wound. 

Rankin, in the meantime, had been 
overpowered, but struggling to his feet, 
managed to escape by knocking down a 
convict. 

The seven desperate men made a rush 
for Captain Moreland’s office, where they 
knew the arms were kept. They secured a 
double-barreled shotgun and barticaded the 
door. 

By this time the guards were aroused, 
and a general fusilade ensued, resulting in 
the death of Pat Rawlin and Jesse Ran- 
kin, two guards, and of Sam Green, Wil- 
son, Palmer and George Ward. 

Jack Landsdowne was killed and his 
son Seab desperately wounded. The latest ad- 
vices from the scene are that quiet has been 
restored.

Ward was the leader of the break for lib-. 


erty. He is said to be the most desperate man 
in camp, having made his escape from Rising 
Fawn on a previous occasion of this kind. 
He was captured and brought back to Cole 
City, and under his desperate leadership a 
terrible encounter ensued, in which two 
guards were killed and two convicts met the 
same fate. 

Ward himself was seriously wounded 
and it is probable that he will die. He is 
a noted safe-blower. 

Jack Lansdowne is the name of the 
convict who was killed. He was a white 
man sent up in May, 1890, from Pickens 
county, for arson, under a life sentence. 
He was one.of the famous Honest Man's 
Friends. and Protectors gang of burners 
whose history is so well known. 

One of those mortally wounded is Seab 
Lansdowne, his son, who is alsoserving a 
life sentence for the same crime. Jack 
Lansdowne was forty-nine years old, Seab 
was twenty-nine. Jack was captain of 
the infamous gang. 

Wilson Palmer, who made the attack on 
Captain Moreland, is a safe blower. 

Sam Green, who was mortally wounded, 
is a Chatham county convict, sent up for 
night burglary in 1883 for thirty-five 


years.

CuHaTtTANnooaA, Tenn., June 22.—[ Special.] 
In a special dispatch from the scene of the

Close to Moreland’s head, fired, the ball strik- 
ing him in the right side of the neck and rang-

At the same instant Jesse Rankin was 
seized and the keys taken from him. One 
burly negro attempted to hold him, but he 
struggled manfully, knocking his assailant 
down, and being unarmed, ran to one of the 
guards and got a Winchester. 

All this occurred almost in a ‘twinkling, 
and then began a scene. that almost beggars 
description. The seven convicts made a 
break for Captain Moreland's office, where 
they expected to get arms and am- 
munition. Once inside, they secured one 
double-barreled ‘shotgun which Wilson 
Palmer took, battered in the desk 
and procared a lot of cartridges, By this time 
the guards were aroused and aregular fusilade 
began, both from within and without the office. 
In the midst of the firingjold man Lansdowne 
was shot and instantly killed. Pat Rowland, 
one of the guards, was the next one killed. 


He was shot in the breast just above the left 


nipple and died almost instantly. He was a 
a native of Ireland and had no settled place of 
residence. He has a living sister in Louisville. 

S. H. Lansdowne was the next man hit. 
He was but slightly hurt, a ball just grazing 
his breast. 


Sam Green then came in for his just deserts. 


atthe hands of the guards. He was badly 
shot in several places, but lived till 4 o’clock. 
He was sent up for horse stealing. 

Wilson Palmer’s turn came next. 
holding the double-barreled shotgun his right 
forefinger was taken off, the shot shattering 
the gun, breaking it in two. 

At this juncture the office became too hot 
for the convictsjand they made a break for the 
outside. Palmer was again shot in many 
places. He died this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
He was a safeblower, and was considered a 
desperate character. 

Jesse Rankin was the next victim of the 
murderous convicts. He was shot in the 
bowels and died almost immediately. He 
wasa young man about twenty-two years 
old, universally liked by all and held in high 
esteem by the company. 

George Ward, convict, was the last one shot. 
He was hit twice in the top of the head, just 
above the forehead. His brains oozed out, his 
eyes protruded, and altogether he was a sick- 
ening sight. He lived tillmear night, when he 
expired. 

While the firing was in progress Abe Way- 
man, John Rutherford, colored, and 8. A. 
Lansdowne, white, escaped. Lansdowne was 
recaptured after running about five miles. 

Both are said to be very desperate charac- 
ters. The fight was a brief, but most terrific 
one, lasting buta few moments, during which 
time the office of the assistant warden was 
riddled with bullets and buckshot. The 
walls, ceiling, door and windows bear start- 
ling evidence of the force of the short 
conflict. It was a most exciting time 
whilefit lasted,and the most intense excitement 
prevailed, which has not subsided. 

How the convicts secured their arms is a 
mystery as yet unexplained. The scheme to 
escape was very skillfully planned and was 
only prevented from coming to a successful 
issue by the heroic and determined action of 
the guards. Its results in the loss of 
life were terrible, and as, the convicts had de- 
cidedly the best advantage the wonder is that 


more guards were not killed.

bpaneellor Boggs Talks About the Fields 
That Are Open to Educated Blacks, and 
the Negro Agricultural College. 
— — 


Chancellor Boggs came over from Athens 


“Do th know there are but forty-eight ne- 
groes in Georgia taking the regular collegiate 
course?“ said he, while discussing the negro 
agricultural college. Then there are 458 
whites.” And yet there are more colleges for 
negroes in Georgia than for whites. 

“Have you ever thought,“ he continued, 
“that there are but few pursuits open for 
thoroughly educated blacks? They can either 
teach or preach. There is no other profession 

{or them. If they become doctors their own 
race will not pay them, and the whites will 
not have them. As lawyers they. find nothing 
to do. Neither their own race nor 
the whites will employ them. Thus, 
as I said, they must either teach 
or preach, and there is not room for all of them 
in either or both. 

“There is a negro in Augusta who has ap- 
plied for a professorship of Greek in the agri- 
cultural college, but he cannot be employed for 
that. The law does not specify that the an- 
cient languages shall be taught in the school. 
Now, this young negro would gladly accept a 
position as teacher for $800 a year, and he is as 
competent, perhaps, as any white man in the 
state. Indeed, he has a thorough knowledge 
of the language. He first graduated at one of 
the Georgia colleges, then he went to Brown 
university at Providence, R. I., where 
he graduated and took a scholarship upon 
which he took a year’s course at Athens, 
Greece. ' 

“And just think of it. This young black 
man is, perhaps, not making more than $300 
or 8400 a year now. Youcan get thoroughly 
competent colored teachers for the smallest 

. salaries. 

“Yes, the negro agricultural college is in full 
operation in Athens, with 100 pupils. It is, 
however, one located in Athens temporarily. 
Savannah will, in all probability, be the per- 
manent location. Professor R. R. Wright, a 
colored man who is temporarily at the head of 
the school, I find to be thoroughly educated 
and an admirable teacher. 

“Mr. Meidrim, Judge Hammond and Pro- 
fessor White went on to Washington a few 
days ago to see about getting the government 
appropriation. We want to get it out of the 
treasury before the 30th of June. I have not 
heard from them yet, but I hope Secretary 
Noble will agree to pay Georgia the money 
and let us divide it as our legislature pre- 
scribed—two-thirds to the whites and one- 
third to the blacks. Or else, 1 hope he will 
turn it over to us with a guarantee on our part 
that the negro school shall have ali the money

The négro military companies of the state 
are very much disgruntied. 

Loud and deep are their expressions of dis- 
satisfaction. 

On all sides in negro circles the echoes of 
their disquiet and vexation are heard in the 
air. 

The cause of their discontent isin the state 
appropriation for the Chickamauga encamp- 
ment. ” Ps 

This is the bone of contention over which 
they contemplate making a fight. They want 


a share of the money set apart by the state for 


the use of the white militia, and claim thata 
separate appropriation should be made to en- 
able them to have an encampment of their own. 

The negroes, it is said, will carry the ques- 
tion into politics, and the issue will be used by 
their leaders as a spur to urge them to turn out 
in full force at the next election. 

Yesterday their dissatisfaction over the 
matter culminated, and it was fully deter- 
mined on their part to use every effort in 
their power to secure a portion of the state 
appropriation, or in some manner arrange 
affairs by which the state will be liable for 
the expense attending their encampment. 
On Friday, it is announced from headquarters, 
the negroes will select a committee, chosen 
from the commanders and other officers of the 
different companies interested, to wait upon 
Governor Northen for the purpose of laying 
their grievances officially before him, demand 
what they call their right, and request the 
governor to take action in the case. 

A prominent member of one of the com- 
panies talking of the proposed action of the 
committee yesterday said: 

„While we have many white friends among 
the citizens of Atlanta who have always re- 
sponded to our calls for help, we yet feel that 
it is but just to our race that the colored troops 
should be recognized in the matter of state aid 
to the militia. We should not be compelled 
to call on the white people for support in the 
upbuilding of the militia of my people. 

“Our committee willcall on the governor 
Friday and respectfully and firmly ask that 
we be given a share of the money appropriated 
by the state for the use of our military. If our 
demands are not met in a spirit of fairness and 
justice, we shall take measures to have them 
recognized. If Governor Northen will 
not accede to our request we will 
elect a man in his place at the 
next election who will. We will stump this 


state from one end to the other from early 


morning till late at night in our efforts to 
accomplish this end. We have no fight to 
make against the white people as a unit—who 
have always been our friends—but we intend 
tliat our rights shall be respected so far as lies 
in our power to compel their respect. It is the 
oftice holders and politicians we will fight.“

GROWTH OF THE SOUTH. 


The Industrial Development in the Week 
Ending June 20. 

The report for the past week is a very fa- 
vorable one. It shows a continuance ot the 
increase in all branches of industrial develop- 
ment, and the fact that new industries are 
springing up in all southern states, and that 
these signs of prosperity are not confined to a 
narrow area, isone worthy of particular no- 
tice. 

The Tradesman, Chattanooga, Tenn., in its 
weekly review for the week ending June 20th, 
reports eighty-nine new industries, fifteen en- 
largements, five new buildings, nine new rail- 
roads, two belt railroads, one extension and 
one street railroad. Among the most import- 
ant new industries established as reported to 
The Tradesman, are the following: A steam 
bark mill at Elkton, Va.; boiler works at 
Wheeling, W. Va.; brick works at McArthur, 
Ga., Simpsonville, Ky., and Staunton, Va.; a

companies at Dallas, Tex., and Louisville, Ky., 
and ice factories at Hot Springs, Ark., and 
New Berne, N. C.“ An iron and steel com- 
pany is to be organized at Knoxville, Tenn., 
machinery works Moundsville, W. Va., and 
Stuttgart, Ark.; a mineral paint company at 
Florence, Ala. ; oil mills and fertilizer works 
at Washington, La., Sumter, 8.
